27 to 1,000. The ratio of death rates in 
the irrigated districts

greater were it not for the precautions

conduits 
around 
the tracts 


that have water privilege, the preven- 
tion of any water to stagnate in the 
field, to run off in the street or public 
highway,

in the number

more fruit will be 


grown in this valley this season

ever before. 
In 
some 
localities the 


frost willslightly 
reduce 
the yield of 


grapes, but this is more than made up 
by the increase in the number of bear- 
ing vines. 
Of grain we shall?in 
fact, 


we might say we have?harvested 
ful- 


ly three-fourths of a crop, for the har- 
vest 
is nearly over. 
A well posted 


farmer informs the Herald that Los 
Angeles 
valley 
will 
produce 
more 


bushels of corn this season 
than at auy 


previous year since 
the settlement 
of 


tiie country. 
This is a very favorable 


comparison for a county that so many 
people 
are 
just now devoting 
their 


time and 
talent to crying down and 


maligning. 
We have repeatedly 
as- 


serted that when crops are lightin Los 
Angeles valley they will be still lighter 
in other parts of the State, 
and the 


truth of our assertion 
is proven by the 


reports of our exchanges. 
We predict 


that iv a few years this valley will be 
regarded 
as more certain to produce 
a 


crop oue year with another 
than any 


other portion of the State, except per- 
haps that part of the Santa Clara val- 
ley wliich lies 
immediately 
around 


San Francisco 
bay. 
Los Angeles val- 


ley will one day support a million peo- 
ple.

large-hearted, 
experienced 
teacher? 


Such men guide the child from the 
primary 
school

graduating class, and surely such men 
know best the class of studies and the 
character 
of books which will most 


rapidly aud solidly educate 
the young. 


California has a number of old teach* < 
ers?polished 
scholars?who, 
we have 


no doubt, could compile school 
books

Take, for instance, 
Dr. W. T.'

free us from the expense

With the completion of 
this portion there willbe a continuous 
rail 
commuuication 
from San 
Fran- 


cisco 
to a point one 
hundred 
miles 
South of Los Angeles, or about seven 
hundred from the Pacific coast metrop- 
olis. 
It is the intention of the com- 
pany to extend the rails to Fort Yuma 
without delay, so as to accommodate 
the Arizona and North Mexican trade. 
As long as we can 
make iron for Cali- 


fornia we will have something to do.

120 feet long by 80 feet wide and 8 feet 
deep, which gives 
a caprcity of over 


half a million gallons. 
The sand 
and 


gravel which has 
been 
taken out of 


this large reservoir is placed 
so as to 


form an embankment 
entirely around 


itand about four feet nigher than the 
surrounding land. 
Almost the whole 


of the excavation 
has been In a coarse 


white sand and gravel, through which 
the clear, crystal water may be seen 
bubbling up. 
The sides of the reser- 


voir have 
been 
paved 
with cobble- 


stones, 
and the extensive 
system 
of 


drain pipes and ditches which is being 
constructed 
under the supervision 
of 


Mr. McCarty, the efficient engineer of 
the work, will so drain 
the surface 


water, 
as 
to 
prevent 
a single drop 


from entering 
the reservoir, 
which 


is filled by the supply bursting 
up 


directly through 
the bottom. 
From 


here the water is pumped through cast 
iron pipes to the reservoirs on the hills 
and from them distributed through the 
mains to the consumers. 
It is a pleas- 


ing sight to see the precious fluid well- 
ing up in such 
unlimited supply, and 


we congratulate 
our energetic Mayor 


upon the final success 
of his arduous 


labors. 
A high board fence is to be 


constructed 
entirely around 
the Ala- 


meda street reservoir, 
and the inside 


of the enclosure will be planted with 
eucalyptus 
trees. 
We advise our citi- 


zens to take a walk up Alameda street 
to-day and satisfy themselves 
of the 


abundance 
and quality of this water

Editor Herald: 
We have a new 


colony 
near 
us. 
Mr. 
Messenger 
is 


starting a settlement 
about four miles 


Southeast of our place. I was over the 
locality yesterday, 
and 
took a good 


look at the surroundings. 


fair haven, 


For so Mr. Messenger 
has christened 


it, is situated 
on the 
mesa immedi- 


ately 
below the foothills. 
It is em- 


braced both on the North and South 
by ridges 
that extend 
a considerable 


distance out upon the plain. The ridge 
on the Northern 
side willshelter the 


new 
town almost 
entirely from the 


Northers, 
or 
"Sauta 
Anas," 
as we 


call them here, 
that are 
such a nui- 


sance occasionally 
to tho rest of the 


plain. 
Mr. M. offers these lands, com- 


prising 
several 
hundred 
acres,
